Jadgment wae given at Caxton 
Hall, Westminister, on Septem- 
ber 12 ‘in connection with the 
Board of Trade inquiry into the 
loce of the atesmship Spirsen as 
tbe result of a five which broke 
cut on board on F-braery 29, and 
which Issted 21 deys, whilst the 
vessel wa; discharging oil st Mode 
Wheel Wherf, Manchester. “ Tte 
veesel was the property of the. 
Anglo-American Oil Compan. 
The President (Mr. Lyooster) 
said the Court found that sufiizi-
